3. (Twice Amended) An isolated promoter sequence according to claim 
1 wherein the promoter sequence is 230 bp in length starting at position -42 
bp as shown in Fig 4a (SEQ ID NO: 36) and Fig 5a upstream of the 
transcription start site.
